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Right at 45 tons of wool was 
the amount of Pocahontas County 
Cooperative wool pool graded 
and shipped last week. The 
down payment was nearly $40 t - 
000, at the rate of 45 cents a 
pound.

This can be 
expected in about a year. 

To this shepherd, the wool 
this year looked particularly 
good and clean.
